"We all know tliat tlic coiiiilry lias not awakened to the ser- 
iousness and to tiic realties of this war. The country has not tiUceu 
it to heart m it should.- It has not counted the cost in men and 
money. It has not recognized that into every borne Iberf will come 
some touch of sorrow, and we are .'ifraid that uutil the fighting blood 
of the nation has been aroused by hkiiiv disasters we w'lll be, like the 
people of England, slinv to realize the desperate nature of the enemy 
and the magnitude of tlie fight which we must make. We shall wake 
up some time soon, but we may perchance not wake up until so late 
that we shall have to pay in a heavier toll than would be necessary 
the fearful cost of tiiis war. -

If the courts should decide that the draft were now uneouslitutional, 
they would declare i uefl'ecl tbat< in adopting the anti-slavery amend- 
ment the nation unwittingly deprived its government of one of the 
most elementary attribiites of sovereignty in national self-defense-- 
8U absurd conclusion to reach. The simple issue has hitherto not 
been directly presented to the Federal Courts for the reason that the 
draft has nev< r been nsed since I lie Civil War ended and the Thir- 
teenth Amendment was adopted.

It vaa from before i)m pulpit that 
mother and father and brothers and 
sisters and life long friends were car- 
ried to their last resting place; peace 
to their memories, and though my 
membership has for very proper rea- 
sons been in other churches for many 
years, I have through all the years 
carried In my heart the sentiment that 
my home church was In MaysvlUe and 
1 rejoice In being with you today. 

I congratulate you sir, and the offi- 
cers and members of the MaysvlUe 
church on this happy occasion, for with 
the olon vt « century of service, jroiir 
church takes rank with the few that 
claim that great distinction. ■ 

With the succession ot pastors, men 
of power, of earnest convictions, of 
jiurlty of life, and enthusiasm In 
l^hrlst's work, the banner ot Presby- 
tcrlanlsm has been upheld, dctendcd 
and carried forward ; the city and com- 
munity has been enriched and lifted to 
. a higher standard of living and the 
MaysvlUe Church has been made a 
tower ot strength throughout the state, 
and in the great assembly ot the 
church, ot which it ti a part I con- 
gratnla^ joa, for the good work that 
haa been aooompHihed, and for the 
good wtfrk that is in progress; and 1 
.oongratulate you too, on the splendid 
men and women who through all their 
lives, from one generation to another 
have stood bravely, as a bulwark of 
strength for the Lord againat the 
mighty.

1 visit long cherished viewjioints 
and resting places; and overlooking 
the city and its surroundings, see the 
unchanged majestic river, winding its 
way aa of old, between picturesque 
sborei: ridi and beautiful vallnrg, 
. ilanking Tt on North and South, and 
the stately Ulla, of which I know none 
grander and more beantlful, standing 
as great sentries guarding t.'ie ap- 
proaches to the city. I look on the 
roots t>elow, on the familiar spires and 
publla buildings, on the homes, and 
here and there and nil about, locate 
the lioniBs that wiTd radiant with joy 
and happiness; homes tliat speak of 
the mothers and fatlirrs, and sons and 
daughters whose companionship was 
my Joy and delight, and there too my 
own father's home, that speaka of 
an aflSactionate father, of a mother's 
devotion, of the Hush of young health, 
of an unbroken circle ot aisters and 
' brothers, of the home affection and 
my heart finds expression in Ix)ngfel- 
low's song:

Years have mellowed and made 
sweet tho memories of boyish days, the 
days when "A boy's will, Is the wind's 
will," but nevertheless, happy, care- 
less days when life, iiko a story book, 
is full of sunshine and gladness, each 
day sufficient unto itself, and no care 
for the morro\{, osoept perhaps, the 
irksome taak ot preparing IImhous, It 
is of thla period I wish to speak and 
then too of the following days of youth 
with Its larger life, its more Important 
concerns, its increasing love for com- 
panionship and its dreams and visions 
of the great world 'beyond with Its 
wonders, its fascinations and its poa- 
Kibiiities; and its thoaghta , become 
Icng, long thoughts."

their part In the activities of that day, 
but much the larger number present 
must depend upon history and tradi- 
tion to tell them ot parenta and 
friends who left them the rich legacy 
of lives well spent. > 

The period ot which I speak, pro- 
cedes the pastorates of our throe 
friends. Dr. McCampbell, Dr. Alder- 
son and Dr. Barbour, who are with us 
tonight, and whom I honor for their 
falthfnlnesi' to the .tradittqna of our 
fathera for the purity ot their- lives 
and for their Influence tor good, espe- 
cially In this church and In the City 
ot Mayaville. 

Memory carries me through the ac- 
tivities of long, busy years, and I 
stand a young boy In the streets of 
MaysvlUe, gazing in wonder and nwc 
at /tho great church that had been 
dedicated to the worship of God, but 
a few years before; how could there 
be a greater? Immriise In size; tower- 
ing over all other buildings In the 
city; and then ita graceful, tapering 
spire, of which there was none like 
it. oapped by a giant gilded luyad, the 
index flnger extended and penetrat- 
ing, as It appears to the boylah gaae, 
into the very heavens above, and visi- 
ble to all men, far and near; and then 
lt3 big wonderful hell, that rang out 
its call to service in rich melodioua 
tones, that canted the eelioea to sing 
with Joy. 

it is the Sunday School hour, and 
entering tho wide open doors of the 
beautiful and sacred building 1 am at 
once attracted by the 'melody of lit- 
tle children's voices; It comes from 
the partly open door ot the Infant 
Class room, and irlthont looking In, 
I picture tMe Inaooent little group, 
surrounding consecrated Mother Scud- 
der, whose long, tender and loving 
service was an inspiration to many a 
young life; In fresh childish voices 
they sing in tonea, clear apd sweet, 
as the warbling of birds on a spring 
morning: 

Little drops of water. Little grains of 
sand 

Make the might ocean, And the beau- 
teous land. 

And the little momenta; Hnmble 
though they be 

Make the mighty agea of Btemity. 

Passing on 1 enter the main room 
and join my class. The room Is not 
particularly attractive; the seats are 
stiff, and are permanently attached to 
the floor; the walls are bare, except 
the solid wall opposite tho entrance, 
on which are hanging maps, Illustrat- 
ing the Missionary Journeys of the 
great Apostle. The superintendent 
opens the school with prayer, singing, 
and rekdlng, of a aorlpture lesson, and 
to thla day the torm^ot Judge Lewis 
ColUna Btadda before ne u he reads 
hli. tavoritt leagni:

Ryan; to the right and to the left, 
the gallery aeata occupied by family 
servanta and, iftithful colored men 
and women members of the church, 
and for whom seata In the main body 
of the church are provided on Com- 
munion Sundays. To tho right of the 
pulpit are seated the young lady board- 
ers from the Rand anr KIchcson Sem- 
inary with their note books, prepared 
to take notes of tho sermon, which 
are to be written out and handed to 
tholr teachers the next rooming. On 
tho .opposite side are the young men 
studisnta who inatead ot notea on the 
sermon are required to prepare and 
deliver apeechea. 

Before the pulpit and extending 
from wall to wall Is the general coq- 
gregatlon, and sitting in their accus- 
tomed and long occupied scats are 
the men and women, whose faces had 
become familiar to me as a boy, by 
seeing them In my father's house and 
In the church ; men and women whom 
I came to know Intimately In later 
years, and whom I counted It a priv- 
ilege to know and Vtve as friends;

Taylor and Josiah Wilson 
and numerous others whose names as 
well as those previously mentioned are 
held in loving romambraoof. 

A noble eowpgny of earnest and 
falthtnl man m4 women trM and lor» 
al to Uwir flMUNaa.

men; they lived lives of service, the 
richnoHg ot whioh OMnot be told In 
words. 

in all theae daya the aooial life of 
the church was beantlful beyond com- 
parison, 

A spirit ef brotherhood prevailed, 
and religion and aoolai lite vepit hand 
ill hand. Soclabtos that brenght all 

the congregation together were fre- 
quently held in the homes of officers 
and members, and occasionally In the 
homo of the iiuHlor, and os Maysvllte 
v/as noted for Its many and Interesting 
visitors, these were often the occasion 
of welcome aSd rejoicings. 

The women j^'cre famous for their 
strawberry festivals and oyster sup- 
pers and every ywr these events were 
eagerly lookod forward to, as regularly 
as the seasons came. 

Occnslonally, fairs for llio sale of 
fancy work and articles, th(^ work of 
our mothers and sisters were held, 
and what a busy time It was. Our 
mothera for days before, planning, di- 
recting and often preparing with- their 
own handa, diabes thay would not trust 
to the servants; nwet beantital oakes, 
home made candles, rich confections 
and all kinds of good things; and the 
servanta busy making broad and rolls 
and tea biscuits, and baking line old 
Krntucky hams, preparing salads and 
all the other necessorles for a feast; 
washing the china and glass, putting 
an extra polish on the sliver, over- 
hauling tlii< tal>le linen, niiil preparing 
the lamps, and Kills Chiiin and Field- 
ing Fant, our faithful and efllcient 
trxtons, busy getting tables and chairs 
and stoves and ncceasary cooking 
ut?nafla, tor mind you, the aSalra were 
usually held In the Niagara or Nep- 
tline Bngine Company'a hall, the lar- 
'goat public halls In the city and they 
were utterly destitute of the fttmlsh- 
Ings needed. And then the decoration 
of the hall. In whioh the boys and 
girls, much to their delight, had a part, 
and wlion all complete, what a scone 
of splendor. Evergreens, flowers, mls- 
tleto". tables resplendent with tho 
finest of linenp. welghteil down with 
tholr rich furnishings and fragrant 
with delightful odors from the 'good 
things that mothers and ai^ra avd 
their help had created. 

It was a time of jov and happinem^ 
old and young sweethearts, and lada 
and InsaieH met and mingled and ate 
together aa membera ot a great family, 
and how delicious It all waa, and what 
an evening of delight. 

Primarily intended to ralae money 
for tho Women'a Society, the event 
whether largely profitable or not. had 
served to kindle the Area and keep 
alive tub spirit ot ^brotherhood and 
love, and our mothera were happy. 

To the women of niy boyhood 
church, constant in endeavor, untiring 
In effort, hopeful, choerfiii, charitable 
abounding In all good works to our 
mothers, beautiful loving inspiring, 
I bow with love and reverence, tuned 
with all grace, my heart would sing 
their praise, and for inspiration 1 
turn to the poet, one who lived long 
; with you as pastor and friend, my 
I own relative. Rev. George \V. Coons, 
and quote:

The MaysvlUe church through its 
Intelligent membership, and the wiae 
counsels ot ita efficient session, waa 
peculiarly fortunate in its choice of 
pastors. 

Dr. Grundy, as before stated, was my 
boyhood pastor and had been the pas- 
tor many years before 1 was born He 
was a most attractive man personally, a 
devoted and successful pastor, an elo- 
quaot and impresalve preacher, a man 
of Btrong convictions, fearleaa In 
apeech. and tender and toving In char- 
acter aa a woman; he was raapected 
and loved by old and young, and yet 
beoauae of exoeptlqas taken by one of 
Maysville's dtisens to some pulpit re- 
marks, was tho victim of a dastardly 
street attack that left him bruised and 
bleeding from a cut on his face that 
left its indelible mark. An act that 
was, I am glad to say, condemned by 
all righteous MaysvlUe. My father 
was his devoted friend and admirer, 
and as I learn from the record in the 
family Bible, Dr. Grundy officiated at 
his wedding neoas8itat|ng In thaae 
daya. a trip to Lexington and re- 
turn by stage or private conveyance. 

He waa a frequoat and moat wel- 
come vfaltor In my lathar's honae and 

1 speak ot him with nogt affectionate 
remembranee, 

After a two years absence with my 
fatber'a fhmlly In a Western city, 
hiivlnn advaneed from boyhood to. 
youtli, I returned to lind Dr. Grundy 
gone and another In his place. 

Rev. John A. .McCluiiR who follow 
ed Or Grundy was a very unqaual 
and strlkin*; porsnuollty. «■ I remein 
brr lilin, quite tall and thin withj 
awarlhy complexion and. blah ebeel^f^ 
booes. Ho wss fond of outdoors and 
much given to walking. 

Dr. MoOlung waa very leholarly, 
brilliant- In thouaht, a fluent speaker 
and his ministry, earnest, IntalllgMil 
and fruUfiii, waa, within iwo years 
In the great grief of the church, oat 
•hurl by his traile denlh In Niagara 
river. 

He waa suoeaadad by Her. W, T, 
IMiror *bo ramalnsd but llllls more

Ot the peraonailty and ministry of 
Rev. R. L. Brack 1 have but a hazy 
recolleotlon. Hla paatorato of about 
three years oovered the osoltlBg per- 
iod of the Civil War 1861 to ISiCand 
during which time 1 was abient from 
the city for ono year. 

Following him, within a reasonably 
short period of time, Rev, J. E. Spll- 
man was installed as pastor. Siircly, 
many of those before me, remember 
the ministry of Dr. Spllman and the 
tragitt death of his cstUna1)le wife, 
while he was pastor of the MaysvlUe 
church. He was a preacher of groat 
ability, a genial and cultivated Chris- 
tian gentleman, and a devoted pastor. 

Upon hla retirement the Rev. 
George W. Coona aei^ed aa aUted aup- 
ply, if I am not miataken, untU the 
selection of Rev. Oeorge W. McCamp- 
bell as pastor. 

la speaking of these reverened gen- 
tlemen, pastors of the church, I must 
not be unq^indful of the services of 
others, who were hold in high esteem 
by the MaysvlUe church. 

1 mention with loving memory, Rev. 
John H. Condit of the Washington 
church; Rev. John M. Worrall, Cov- 
ington church; Rev. J. P. Hendricks, 
Flomingsburg church; Mr. Caldwell, 
Sharpsburg; Rev. Robert P. Brank, 
Lexington church, whoso iion I re- 
cently bad the pleaaure of meeting 
and hearing proach In Savannah; Rev. 
r. J. Breckinridge, Rov. J. L. McK^e and 
Rev. Edward P. Humphrey, all men 
distinguished in the church, all men 
who occasionally visited the MaysvlUe 
church, and several of whom, on many 
occasions gave of their eloquence and 
power in protracted meetings that 
were fruitful occasions and usually 
resulted in the accession of many new 
members to the church.
